Cat and Canary 
by Local Talent 
Was Sure Good 


The Wetaskiwin Players scored an- 
other big success at the Audien 
Theatre ‘on Wednesday evening of 
last week, in the presentation of “The 
Cat and the Canary,” which was a dis- 
tinctly different type of play to “Turn 
to the Right,” In the opinion of the 
vast majority of patrons the company 
attained even greater popularity, their 
latest vehicle carrying a decidedly 
“big time flavor.”

It was a particularly high class 
melodrama and admirably performed 
by a company which enjoys a great 
reputation, not only in Wetaskiwin 
but in, adjacent towns.

Fear, smothered by sheer self control 
and confidence in faith and philoso- 
phy, however, takes a temporary up- 
per hand in the midnight experiences 
of the newly appointed heiress, who 
ultimately triumphs over the spirit of 
evil, whose visitations steep the plot 
in uncertainty. In the part of the 
heroine, Joyce Arrowsmith carried 
unaffected charm and pleasing per- 
sonality, sprightliness and litheness 
of movement, combined with emotion- 
al endowments’ revealing talents 
which could not but win the sympa- 
thetic adoration of the most fastid- 
ious. 

In a melodrama of this type one of 
the most difficult of assignments is to 
effectively punctuate the plot with a 
vein of comedy to relieve the tense- 
ness created by the many fearsome 
situations and in the role of Paul 
Jones, the village “Harold Lloyd” as 
timid as a rabbit but nevertheless per- 
sistent suitor of the heiress, Mr. Bel- 
lamy sustained his reputation with 
commanding ease of interpretation 
and with youthful vigor, characteris- 
tic of the role, teaming wtih Joyce Ar- 
rowsmith in several scenes to pro- 
vide the outstanding comedy elements 
of the production, and presenting but 
another instance of his wealth of ver- 
satilitvy, which has been so well de- 
monstrated on several previous occa- 
sions. 

It was the second appearance of 
“Nan” Drolet, who made such @ 
\big hit n her debut in “Turn to the 
Right” last November. As the rather 
bombastic and vitriolic Susan Sillsby, 
her verbal rantings and dictatorial 
administrations of feminine advice to 
both sexes were exemplified in a man- 
ner in which she at all times held 
complete command of the histrionic 
ability required, and she was undouwbt- 
edly one of the outstanding members 
of the cast. 

As the “voodoo” servant, Mrs. Mary 
Edwards impersonated a part which 
required most carefully prepared in- 
terpretation, uncanny and mysterious 
of movement to a degree which elic- 
ited from the audience an awesome 
feeling of uncertainty as to her real 
connection with the plot. 

Geo. Thompson and Wally Moun- 

tain as two of those disappointed in 
their quest of the West fortune and 
the hand of the new heiress, were 
particularly good in their characteriza- 
tion of roles carrying great contrast, 
the former as a dashing young fellow 
with plenty of vivacity and a rampant 
tongue, the latter of a more reserved 
and stolid type, one of the targets of 
unjustified suspicion.

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AMBITIOUS TOWN 
PLANNING IDEAS ARE 
BEING TAKEN UP 


Satisfaction upon progress achieved 
during the past year along the lines 
of improvement of homes and com- 
munities in Alberta is expressed in 
the first annual report of the town 
and rural planning advisory board 
which has just been issued in booklet 
form. The report is submitted to Hon. 
R. G. Reid, minister of muncipal af- 
fairs, by Horace L. Seymour, director 
of town planning. 

“While ‘accomplishments of the 
board during the past year are sat- 
isfactory, complete success cannot be 
reported,” the report states. “It has 
been sometimes difficult, if not im- 
possible, to successfully explain to 
the farmer of school board _inter- 
ested in a planting programme that 
the proper location of buldings, the 
size of yards or recreational areas, 
and the provision of sanitary ‘con- 
veniences should receive at least 
‘equal attention. 

“It has been difficult to explain to 
some towns that there are more im- 
portant problems in municipal de- 
velopment, from a town planning 
standpoint, than the planting of 
trees on a certain street or the de- 
velopment of a certain park,’ the 
report continues. 

“Every town must take an inven- 
tory of present conditions, economic 
and social, if future requirements 
are to be planned successfully. It 
has been found difficult in some 
cases, where the explanations have 
been accepted, to inspire the mun- 
cipalities to effective action. 

The report states that 14 commis- 
sions have been officially appointed 
in the province, while appointments 
of several other cities and towns 
are awaiting confirmation, The 
towns possessing commissions are: 
Calgary,; Edmonton, Red  Deér, 
Wetaskiwin, Daysland, Drumheller, 
Grande Prairie, High River, -La- 
combe, Magrath, Peace River, Veg- 
reville, Vermilion and Wainwright. 

The advisability of the formation of 
horticultural societies in the smaller 
centres of population is stressed. 
These societies, the report says, may 
play. an important part in municipal 
development by interesting them- 
|Selves in a public planting program, 
'doing in a small way what the park 
board or similar body does in the city.

It was considered lucky to put out 
all the fires on Easter Eve and to 
light them afresh with flint and steel 
on Haster morning. 

Another belief, that still survives 
very strongly to this day, is that one 
must wear a-new article of dress to 
ensure good fortune in love. No doubt 
this was the origin of the Easter bon- 
net. 

There are also many superstitions 
that concern the weather. Some 
people ‘believe that if it rains, even if 
only a very little, on Easter Sunday, it 
will rain every day throughout the 
year. If the sun shines, even if only 
a very little, then it will shine every 
day till the end of the year. An old 
verse tells us that: 

“A good deal of rain on Haster Day, 
Gives a good crop of grass but little 
good hay.” 

Whatever, the traditions surround- 
ing Easter, however, it is chiefly as- 
sociated in the minds of present-day 
Christian people with church-going 
wth joyous music and with beautiful 
flowers. Surely there is no more 
triumphant cry in the world than the 
words of the beautiful old hymn 
which tells us that “Christ is risen.”—

GRAVEL HIGHWAY 
COSTS PLACED AT 
_ $3,200 PER MILE 


(New highways constructed through 
a town cost $3,200 per mile, this sum 
being made up of $1,000 for grading 
and $2,200 for graveling, according to 
C. A. Davidson, highway commis- 
sioner for the province of Alberta, 
writing in the Union of Alberta 
Municipalities Research Bulletin. 
These figures are based on a highway 
width of 24 feet. 

Maintenance costs fora graveled 


road are set at $450 per mile 
per year, Mr. Davidson states. 
Asking town councils to keep in 


mind that the present graveled sur- 
face of the Edmonton-Calgary high- 
way is not typical of what it will be 
in five years’ time, Mr. Davidson 
recommends that care can be taken in 
road ‘construction. The Edmonton- 
Calgary highway, for instance, will 
have a much harder surface by that 
time. 

He recommends looking ahead and 
preparing for the future, and quite 
strongly urges highways being  con- 
structed round the outside of a town 
so that the heavy truck and through 
traffic may be diverted from town or 
city streets where traffic may be- 
come congested.

ent to direct its authority in this re 
spect to whom it wishes. There is lit- 
tle doubt that the intention of the 
amendment is to place the responsibil- 
ity on the Conservative Government 
of Ontario for relegating divorce to its 
Courts. 

The outcome of the measure now be- 
fore Parliament is still in doubt; if the 
amendment carries and the Bill passes 
Parliament the Senate will very likely 
defeat it, since the amendment would 
mean that the Act would probably 
|never come into operation, and even if 
lthe amendment is defeated it is possi- 
lble that the opponents of the Bill 
might talk it out until the close of the 
session. 

The Prime Minister tabled the 
jpepelpeal in respect to a permanent 
Court of international Justice and 
moved the approval of the Canadian 
Government to the optional clause 
:His motion read as follows: 

“That it is expedient that Parlia 
ment do approve of the declaration 
under article 36 of the statute of the 
Permanent Court of International Jus- 
tice, signed at Geneva in respect of 
the Dominion of Canada, on the 20th 
day of September, 1929, and that this 
House do approve of the same.” 

The Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice was an outcome of the 
Treaty of Versailles- passed in 1920 
and was approved by Canada and fifty 
other self governing countries. The 
U.S.A. which has hitherto refused to 
become a party to the League of Na- 
tions has accepted the Permanent 
Court of Justice and has hecome a 
signatory to that Court after certain 
reservations which it made were 
agreed to by the League of Nations. 
The British Commonwealth of Nations 


have also certain reservations which 
are as follows: that the submitting of 
disputes to the International Court 
of Justice under the following cir- 
cumstances shall be optional: ; 

1st—“Disputes in regard to which 
the parties to the dispute have agreéd 
or shall agree to have recourse to 
some other method of peaceful settle- 
ment: 

2nd—"Disputes with the Govern- 
ment of any other member of the 
League which is a member of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, 
all of which disputes shall be settled 
in such manner as the parties have 
agreed to or shall agree to; and 

3rd—‘Disputes with regard to ques- 
tions which by international law fall 
exclusively within the jurisdiction of 
the Dominion of Canada.” 

The ratification was unanimous. 

The Minister of Labour has brought 
in a bill providing for an eight hour 
day for labourers employed by the 
Government or under Governmment 
contract, and this Bill also provides 
that the current rate of wages shall 
be paid to such labourers, and adds 
a,saving clause providing that such a 
rate is “fair and reasonable.” The Bill 
is not being opposed. Mr. Bennett 
took the view that Canada had. sol- 
emnly declared for this principle ten 
years ago when she signed the Ver- 
sailles Treaty, and does not think the 
Government has been at all hurried in 
carrying out the principle to which 
Canada at that time was committed. 

The most important things before 
Standing Committees at the moment 
are the Companies’ Act amendments, 
the Grain Act amendments, and the 
Election Act amendments. After the 
recess the question of nationalization 
of radio will no doubt be a very live 
one. a

SOME YEARS ERE RUST- 
PROOF WHEAT READY 


Ottawa, Ont., April 19.—It will be 
two or three years before the Govern- 
ment is able to build up the necessary 
reserve of’ the new rust-proof wheat 
for Southern Manitoba and  Sas- 
katchewan, but when enough is avail- 
able, large areas will be redeemed for 
wheat growing.

taining a high percentage of water. 
Water is usually so easily and read- 
ily obtained that it is not generally 
appreciated. We are apt to think of 
it only at those times when we are: 
thirsty and there is none availalble- 
It is likely that many persons wha 
now enjoy health would feel even bet- 
ter if they were to increase their fluid 
intake by developing the habit of 
drinking a glass or two of water be- 
fore breakfast and between meals. 


There is no objection to a moderate 
use of water with meals, but it is dis- 
tinctly harmful to use water or any - 
other beverage to wash down food. 
Drink should not be taken while food 
is in the mouth. Before drinking, any 
food that is in the mouth should be 
thoroughly masticated and swallowed. 

Wiater acts as a food solvent. It is 
a most vaulable aid in securing regu- 
lar and complete elimination of body 
wastes. Water is also necessary for 
the regulaition of body heat. 


It is not sufficient to rely upon @ 
sense of thirst as a guide. When 
thirst occurs it should be quenche@? 
but it often happens that many persons 
are only occasionally thirsty. For 
years they have not attended to the 
natural demand for water unless. it 
were pressing, and so their sense of 
thirst is blunted. A daily water- 
drinking routine should be - adopted, 
regardless of the absence of thirst. 


Like all good things , abuse may do 
harm. If six glasses of water a day 
are good, it does not follow that 
eighteen are three times better. Ex- 
cess is never desirable, and in those 
who suffer from a heart or kidney 
condition, excessive drinking of water 
may be definitely harmful. 

No rule of hygiene is easier to obey 
than that of drinking sufficient water. 
There is no reason to overlook its reg- 
ular practice.
